DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The applicant's amendment filed 6127 IQA has been considered. Claims 1 , 
5-8, and 10-17 are presented for examination. Claims 2-4 and 9 have been 
canceled. 

2. Claims 6-7, 11, 13, 15, and 17 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: claim 6, line 1, "A computer system" should be -The computer 
system — ^and claims 7, 11, 13, 15, and 17 have similar problems as discussed in 
claim 6. Appropriate connection is required. 

3. Claims 1 , 5, and 7 are allowable over the prior of record due to the 
applicant's amendment filed 5/27/04. 

4. The indicated allowability of claims 10-17, 6 and 8 is withdrawn in view of 
the newly discovered 112-second rejection follow : 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



6, Claims 6, 8, 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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As per claim 6, lines 6-7, "if all are not clear waiting for all of them to clear" 
it is unclear as to what "all" and "them" refer to. 

Claims 8, 10, 12, 14, and 16 have similar problems as discussed In claim
